BALLOON BARRAGE 


France Rejects Novel 
Air Defence. — 


Paris, -Oct. 7. 


The Government has rejected the 
scheme for a balloon barrage for the 
capital approved. last April by the 
Council General at Seine. 


In a considered reply to the ‘sug- 
Kestlon, the Government points out 
that over 3,000 balloons would be 
required {o make reasonably, sure 
that nt Ienst eight out of 10 acro- 
planes ralding the capital would be 
run into the cable. This would 
entail a specialised force of 40,000 
men and cost 2,000,000,000 francs. 
Moreover, the technical develop- 
ments made would cnable the aero- 
planes to be equipped with cable- 
cutting apparatus, .

Legislation to give effect to the Government’s plans 
for evacuating more than five million people from Lon- 
don and other cities, in the event of war, to “safety zones” 
in the country is to be prepared for submission to Parlia- 


ment next session. . 


It will be based chiefly on the re- 
commendations of the committce 
which, under the chairmanship of 
Sir John Anderson, has been conside:- 
ing problems involved in the evacun- 
tion of city dwellers to the country 
ns 2 protection-from air ralds. 

A report, now in the hands of the 
Home, Scerctary, Is to be published 
early next month, 

The first practicul move will be 
a national. survey of potential billets 
in ‘rural areas, where mothers, 
children under school age, and aged 
people can find comparative safety. 

SCHOOL CAMPS 

Steps avill then be taken to pro- 
vide school camps in the country for 
all children Iving In industrial cen- 
tres. 

The idea Is to erect these camps 
(consisting of open-air .classrooms 
and slecping huts) as s00n as possi- 
ble, and to use them in peace-time 
to glve.every elementary schoclchild 
a month in the country. 

It fs probable that a committee 
will shortly study the construction 
ond organisation of such camps. 

Plans are also being considered 
for the maintenance of industry, in- 
to temporary dormitories in the 
suburbs when thelr working day is 
done, and to protect them by day in 
bomb-proof shelters, 

TRANSPORT PROBLEM 

One of the bingest problems of the 
evacuation scheme js that of trans- 
port, but schemes have alrendy been 
worked out by the main linc rall- 
ways, London Transport, and the 
Ministry of Transport for clearing 
the danger zones of women and 
children within 72 hours of the pro- 
clamation of a national emergency. 

The Anderson committee has con~- 
sidered the possibility of obtaining 
International agreement on: the sct- 
ting up of “neutral zones” for the 
safety of women, children, and 
wounded, . 

‘As to the Government plans, they 
ure based on the principle of decen- 
tralisntion of organisation, and dis- 
persal ‘of.the population into the 
smalicst groups possible. For this 
reason, billeting, and the organisa- 
tlon -of school camps, will be under- 
taken by local authoritics.

Several changes have been made in the process of 


rovision, and not only refereca but the players as well should make 
themselves conversant with the altered rules. ; 


Though these’ changes have been 
made, it was not the intention of 
the -compilers to «maka drastic 
changes In any of the Inws, but 
merely .to recast the old code, 
almplify. it, and state clearly varlous 
polnts which have always been im- 
plicd or understood but never de- 
finitely expressed. There nre, 
therefore, no real changes in the 
Jaws governing the game, but Hong- 
Kong players would do well, to note 
the polnis where sanall amendments 
Nave been made, or where cleat In- 
structtons have been given to re- 
qulnte “the conduct of players, 50 
that they will be compelled to play 
the gune in the true spirit.

rends: "A player shall be penalised 
if he intentionally handles the ball, 
fic, strikes’ or propels it with the 
hand or arm," It js clear that the 
compllers of the new laws wish to

VIOLENT CONDUCT 


The law governing violent conduct 
now, states thant the refereo shall 
have discretionary power to suspend 
n plhyer from, further ‘participation 
in the game if gulity of this offence. 
In other words, it is now up to the 
referee whether or not be will give 
a player marching orders . after a 
momentary loss of self-control re- 
sulting in bad Innguaye or fisticuffs. 
The old law was not so com- 
passionate, It said definitely “In 
case of violent conduct, without any 
previous caution, the Referee shall 
order the offending player off the 
ficld of play.” . ;

SlmUnrly, if 
the Rall is running out of plny, a 
man may not charge an opponent 
to prevent the latter from reaching 
the ball in time to recover it, 


One of the best full-bocks in the 
Colony at the moment fs always in 
fringing the law in the latter respect, 


This clear statement of the under- 
lying spirit of the game, “Play the 
ball, not the man” is certainly the 
ao important polnt in the new 
code, 


These are only a few of the points 
mode clearer In the revised laws; 
there are others almost as important 
which are certainly worth every 
player’s while to study.

During the cricket season just concluded so much attention 
has been centred on Test’ Matches and Test cricketers that tho 
performances of many players.in County games have gone com- 


paratively unnoticed, being oversh 
running for Test honours. Yet 


adowed by those who were in the

worthy of attention, all the more so when it is remembered that 
in the games to. which I am referring—the Countics versus tho 


Australians—-the County players 
Australia, whilst they could not 
support that a Test side gives to 
effort. : 


The first of these performances to 
attract my attentlon was that of 
Yardley in the Cambridge University 
match, very carly jn the season. 
Captaining a side which was one of 
the weakest to encounter the visi- 
tors, who furthermore already had 
overwhelming victories to thelr cre- 
dit, he nevertheless played as if he 
had‘ all England at his back and 
everything in his favour! That per- 
formance, in my opinion, stamped 
Yardley as an England player, and 
he should have played in the Tests, 
In no subsequent game did he give 
me‘any reason to alter that opinion 
—he possesses the strokes and the 
courage to play them in any situa- 
tion. Bartlett, of Sussex, is another 
batsman who will always provide 
entertainment, and who should find 
and retain a place in the England 
Eleven of the future. His century 
against Australia at. Brighton was 
one of.the finest displays of . the 
Austrolinn tour. : 

FINE INNINGS ee 

The innings by Oldfield, of Lan- 
cashire, ore also worthy of mention, 
og belng animated by the spirit of 
adventure, so necessary, and yet so 
lacking, in the batting of the pre- 
sent day. Ord, of Warwickshire, 
too, demonstrated what could be 
done by taking the offensive, 

In this connection, I cannot allow 
the opportunity ‘to pass without pay- 
ing a tribute to Frank Woolley, that 
consummate artist with the bat.’ Al- 
though retiring this season, he gave 
the Canterbury crowd, and incident- 
ally the Australlons, a taste of his 
quality by making a magnificent 82. 
whieh was ao brilliant display of 
stroke: production, Amongst «hls 
numerous strokes, his demonstration 
of the lofty drive, beautifully placed 
in the unguarded areas of the out- 
field, should have been on example 
to all reputable batsmen that attack 
is the best means of defence. It is 
to be hoped that England will have 
in Bartlett another’ Woolley to carry 
on a type of batting which. will al- 
ways fill a ground, and which, to my 
way of thinking, fs the art at its best. 

GALLANT BOWLERS 

Nor have fine performances been 
confined to batsmen, but that hard- 
working and much put-upon body— 
the bowlers—-also’ demonstrated. that 
they did not need Test matches to 
ennble them to put up ao gaifant 
effort.

ADMIRABLE OPPORTUNITY 

Reviewing the season which has 
now come to an end, there js no 
doubt that it has been a very suc- 
cessful one of English cricket. When 
one considers what little diMeculty 
the Australians experienced in over- 
whelming the majority of the coun- 
ty elevens, it was hardly expected 
that the combined clevens of Eng- 
land in the Test matches would havo 
proved so strong; in fact, ‘it now 
seems highly probable that England 
would have regained the laurels of 
International matches had she been 
able to fleld her full strength Jn allt 
games. 

This Is a most encouraging state of 
affairs, and ao bright outlook for the 
future, provided the right construc- 
tive policy {is pursued. Every 
avenue must be followed to discover 
young and talented players, not only 
fo All, the vacancies as they. come 
along but to have the benefit of as- 
sociation with the older men before 
these retire from action. It is im- 
perative that potential internationals 
be given every possible chance to 
gain the, necessary experience, and 
England has an admirable’ oppor- 
tunity of putting this policy Into effect 
{n consequence: of the teams from 
some part of the Empire visiting the 
country every summer. The Mother 
Country should be tin a position to 
send a very strong combinatlon to 
Australia next time, and if a few 
bowlers of the types required come to 
the front next season, there fs every 
probability that they will’ return 
home with the laurels.
